Is why Paul Baudry , in th e th ird q uar­ 
ter o f th e nineteenü i century , idolized 
Raphael and based h is own art upon 
that of th e great Umbrian. 
To-day , in our own country , mural 
decoration is again becoming a living 
art, and th e desire for th e appropriate 
decoration of im portant buildings with 
monumental works of painting is more 
widespread, perh aps, th an it h as been 
any wh ere at any tim e since th e Italian 
renaissance. 
So surely os th e interest 
in decorative painting and th e knowl­ 
edge of Its true principles becomes more 
widely spread, so surely will th e name 
of Raph ael begin to sh ine again with 
someth ing of its ancient splendor. 
But design is someth ing more th an 
the essential q uality of mural decora­ 
tio n—it Is th e common basis of all th e 
arts, th e essential th ing in art itself.

9 . — Presid ent 
Roosev elt sent to congress tod ay a 
special message transmitting the re­ 
port of the cou ntry life commission, 
appointed by him to Inv estigate the 
cond itions of life on the farms of the 
cou ntry and to mak e recommend ations 
of way s and means whereby farm life 
may be mad e more remu nerativ e and 
attractiv e. 


raise the stand ard s of liv ing an d of 
intelligence in ether callings. 
Those engaged in all other ind u strial 
and commercial callings hav e fou nd 
it necessary u nd er mod ern economic 
cond itions to organize themselv es for 
mu tu al ad v antage and for the protec­ 
tion of their own particu lar interests 
in relation to other interests. 
The 
farmers of ev ery progressiv e Eu ro 
pean cou ntry hav e realized this essen­ 
tial fact and hav e fou nd in the co­ 
operativ e sy stem ex actly the form of 
bu siness combination they need . 
Now. whatev er the state may d o to 
ward improv ing the practice of agri 
cu ltu re, it is not within the sphere ol 
any 
gov ernment to reorganize the 
farmers’ bu siness or reconstru ct the 
social life of farming commu nities 
It is, howev er, qu ite within its power 
to u se its influ ence and the machinery 
of pu blicity which It can control for 
calling pu blic attention to the need s 
and the facts. 
For ex ample, It is the 
obv iou s d u ty of the gov ernment to call 
the attention of farmers to the grow­ 
ing monopolization of water power 
The farmers, abov e all, shou ld hav e 
that power, on reasonable terms, for 
cheap transportation, for lighting theii 
homes and for innu merable u ses in 
the d aily task s on the farm. 


Farmers' Own W ork Need ed . 
It wou ld be id le to assert that life 
on the farm occu pies as good a posi­ 
tion in d ignity , d esirability and bu s! 
ness resu lts as the farmers might 
easily giv e it if they chose. 
One of 
the chief d ifficu lties is the failu re of 
cou ntry life as it ex ists at present to 
satisfy the higher social and intellec 
tu al aspirations of cou ntry people. 
Whether the constant d raining away 
of so mu ch of the best elements in the 
ru ral popu lation into the towns is d u e 
In the message the presid ent lay s 
stress u pon the fact that the farmers j 
to this cau se or to the su perior 
and their families are the stay and , b u sin e ss opportu nities of city life may 
strength of the cou ntry and that what­ 
ev er tend s to mak e their liv es less 
bu rd ensome or u nattractiv e is neces­ 
sary to the interests of the nation.

Org anisation is Necessary. 
The commission points ou t—and I 
concu r iu the conclu sion—that the 
most important help that the gov ern­ 
ment, whether national or state, can 
giv e is to show the people how to go 
abou t these task s of organization, ed ­ 
u cation and commu nication with the 
best and qu ick est resu lts. 
This can 
be d one by the collection and spread 
of information. 
One commu nity can 
thu s be informed of what other com­ 
mu nities hav e d one and one cou ntry 
of what other cou ntries hav e d one. 
Su ch help by the people's gov ern­ 
ment wou ld lead to a comprehensiv e 
plan of organization, ed u cation and 
commu nication and mak e the farm­ 
ing cou ntry better to liv e in, for in­ 
tellectu al and social reasons as well 
as for pu rely agricu ltu ral reasons. 
The gov ernment throu gh the d e­ 
partment of agricu ltu re d oes not cu l­ 
tiv ate any man’s farm for him, bu t it 
d oes pu t at his serv ice u sefu l k nowl­ 
ed ge that he wou ld not otherwise get. 
In the same way the national and 
state gov ernments might pu t into the 
people’s hand s the new and right 
k nowled ge of school work . The task 
of maintaining and d ev eloping the 
schools wou ld remain, as now, with 
the people themselv es. 


Money For Exp enses Asked . 
The only recommend ation I su bmit 
is that an appropriation of $25,000 be

ness,’ and when ask ed as to the reme­ 
d y he answ’ers, ‘Giv e a pention to 
ev ery mother who giv es birth to sev en 
liv ing boy s on American soil.’ ’’ 
The presid ent’s message is as fol­ 
lows: 
To the Senate and Hou se of Repre­ 
sentativ es: 
I transmit herewith the report of the 
commission on cou ntry life. 
At the 
ou tset I d esire to point ou t that not 
a d ollar of the pu blic money has been 
paid to any commissioner for his work 
on the commission. 
The report show's the general cond i­ 
tion of farming life In the open cou n­ 
try and points ou t its larger problems. 
It ind icates way s in w’hieh the gov ern­ 
ment, national and state, may show 
the people how to solv e some of these 
problems, and it su ggests a continu ­ 
ance of the work which the commis­ 
sion began. 


Method s of the Commission. 
Ju d ging by thirty pu blic hearings, to 
which farmers and farmers’ wiv es 
from forty states and territories came, 
and from 120,000 answers to printed 
qu estions sent ou t by the d epartment 
of agricu ltu re, the commission find s 
that the general lev el of cou ntry life 
is high compared with any preced ing 
time or with any other land . If it has 
in recent y ears slipped d own in some 
places, it has risen in more places. 
Its progress has been general, if not 
u niform. 
Yet farming d oes not y ield either the 
profit or the satisfaction that it ou ght 
to y ield and may be mad e to y ield . 
There is d iscontent In the cou ntry and 
in places d iscou ragement. Farmers as 
a class d o not magnify their calling, 
and 
the mov ement to the towns, 
thou gh, I am happy to say , less than 
formerly , is still strong. 


How Farmers Can Help Themselves. 
Und er ou r sy stem it is helpfu l to 
promote d iscu ssiou of way s iu which 
the people can help themselv es. There 
are three main d irections in which 
the farmers can help themselv es— 
namely , better farming, better bu si­ 
ness and better liv ing on the farm. 
The national d epartment of agricu l­ 
tu re, 
W’hich 
has 
rend ered 
serv ices 
equ aled by no other similar d epart­ 
ment in any other time or place; the 
state d epartments of agricu ltu re, the 
state colleges of agricu ltu re and the 
mechanic arts, especially throu gh their 
ex tension work ; the state agricu ltu ral 
ex periment stations, the Farmers’ u n­ 
ion, the grange, the agricu ltu ral press 
an d other similar agencies hav e all 
combined to place within the reach 
of the American farmer an amou nt 
an d qu ality of agricu ltu ral informa­ 
tion which if applied wou ld enable 
him ov er large areas to d ou ble the 
prod u ction of the farm. 
The object of the commission on 
cou ntry life, therefore, is not to help 
the farmer raise better crops, bu t to 
call his attention to the opportu nities 
for better bu siness and better liv ing 
on the farm. If cou ntry life is to be­ 
come what it shou ld be and what I 
believ e It u ltimately will be—one of 
the most d ignified , d esirable and sou ght 
after w'ay s of earning a liv ing—the 
farmer mu st tak e ad v antage not on ly 


of the agricu ltu ral k nowled ge which 
is at his d isposal, bu t of the meth od s 
which hav e raised an d con tin u e to 


operation throu ghou t the United States the farmer mu st also be tak en into 
is of the first importance. 
Where ; 
farmers are organized co-operativ ely 
they not only av ail themselv es mu ch 
more read ily of bu siness opportu nities 
and improv ed method s, bu t it is fou nd 
that the organizations which bring 
them together In the work of their 


accou nt. 
Su ch consid erations led me 
to appoint the commission on cou ntry 
life. Ou r object shou ld be to help d e­ 
v elop in the cou ntry commu nity the 
great id eals of commu nity life as well 
as of personal character. One 
the 
most Important ad ju ncts to this end 
liv es are u sed also for social and In-1 mu st be the cou ntry chu rch, and I in­ 
tellectu al ad v ancement. 
The co-operativ e plan Is the best 
plan of organization wherev er men 
hav e the right spirit to carry It ou t. 
Und er this plan any bu siness u nd er­ 
tak ing is managed by a committee. 
Ev ery man has one v ote and only one 
v ote, and ev ery one gets profits ac­ 
cord ing to what he sells or bu y s or 
su pplies. 
It d ev elops Ind iv id u al re­ 
sponsibility and has a moral as well 
as a financial v alu e ov er any other 
plan. 


Farmers' Prob lems the Whole Country’9 
I d esire only to tak e cou nsel with 
the farmers as fellow’ citizens. 
It is 
not the problem of the farmers alone 
that I am d iscu ssing wd th them, bu t 
a problem w’hich affects ev ery city as 
well as ev ery farm in the cou ntry . It 
is a problem which the work ing farm­ 
ers will hav e to solv e for themselv es, 
bu t it is a problem which also affects 
In only less d egree all the rest of u s, 
and therefore if w’e can rend er any 
help towrard Its solu tion It Is not only 
ou r d u ty bu t ou r Interest to d o so. 
The foregoing will, I hope, mak e it 
clear why I appointed a commission to 
consid er problems of farm life which 
hav e hitherto had far too little atten­ 
tion and the neglect of which has not 
only held back life In the cou ntry , bu t 
also lowered the efficiency of the w’hole 
nation. 
The welfare of the farmer is 
of v ital consequ ence to the welfare of 
the whole commu nity . 
The strength­ 
ening of cou ntry life, therefore, is the 
strengthening of the whole nation. 
The commission has tried to help the 
farmers to see clearly their own prob­ 
lem and to see it as a whole, to d istin­ 
gu ish clearly between what the gov ­ 
ernment can d o and what the farmers 
mu st d o for themselv es, and it wishes 
to bring not only the farmers, bu t the 
nation as a whole, to realize that the 
growing of crops, thou gh an essential 
part, is only a part of cou ntry life. 
Crop growing is the essential fou nd a­ 
tion, hu t It Is no less essential that the 
farmer shall get an ad equ ate retu rn 
for what he grow’s, and it is no less 
essential—ind eed , It Is literally v ital— 
that he and his wife and his child ren 
shall lead the right k ind of life. 
For this reason it is of the first Im­ 
portance that the United States d epart­ 
ment of agricu ltu re, throu gh which u s 
prime agent the Id eas the commission 
stand s for mu st reach the people, 
shou ld become withou t d elay In fact a 
d epartment of cou ntry life, fitted to 
d eal not only with crops, bu t also with 
all the larger aspects of life in the open 
cou ntry . 


Three Need s of Country Life. 
From all that has been d one and 
learned three great general and Imme­ 
d iate need s of cou ntry life stand ou t: 
First.—Effectiv e co-operation among 
farmers to pu t them on a lev el with 
the organized Interests With which 
they d o bu siness. 
Second .—A now k ind of schools in 
the cou ntry , which shall teach the 
child ren as mu ch ou td oors as ind oors, 
an d perhaps more, so that they will 
prepare for cou ntry life and not, as at 
preseot, mainly for life in town. 
Third .—Better means of commu nica­ 
tion, Inclu d ing good road s and a p ar­ 
cels post, which th e cou ntry p eop le 


v lte y ou r attention to w hat the com 
mission say s of the cou ntry chu rch 
and of the need of an ex tension of 
su ch work as that of the You ng Men’s 
Christian association in cou ntry com­ 
mu nities.

Lou isv ille, Feb. 6 .—Death to more 
than a score of people, losses of hu n­ 
d red s of thou sand s of d ollars in prop­ 
erty and the crippling of many tele­ 
graph wires resu lted between noon 
and d u sk Frid ay from a series of small 
cy clones and tornad oes which swept 
Dix ie from the Tennessee line to the 
Tex as Panhand le. 
The storms were

and I hav e named my trad e v isiting 
hou sek eeper to bu siness women,” said 
a y ou ng New York wid ow who has the 
su pport and ed u cation of fou r small 
child ren to look ou t for.

Institu tion or find ing some way by 
which 1 cou ld earn a liv ing at home. 
“There are sev eral bu siness women 
w'ho liv e in the same u ptown flathou se 
with me. None of them feels that she 
is able to k eep a regu lar serv ant, and 
the cleaning woman who came to them 
week ly nev er d id w hat they wanted . 
“They were alway s env y ing my neat 
rooms. 
One d ay the thou ght stru ck 
me, and I offered to d o their week ly 
cleaning and mend ing. 
My charges 
were $2 a week for cleaning and 50 
cents for mend ing. 
To the cleaning 
woman who alway s accompanies me 
I pay $1 a d ay , besid es giv ing her 
three meals. 
“This woman comes in at 8 a. m. 
and after eating her break fast helps 
me to get the child ren off to school. 
Then We set my own little flat to 
rights. 
After this is properly accom­ 
plished we begin the real work of the 
d ay , mak ing the flats of my patrons 
shine lik e new. 
“While my woman scru bs, cleans, 
airs and mak es the bed s I mend and 
prepare the clothes, hou se linen and 
personal appu rel for the lau nd ry . 
I 
stW that the cu rtains are k ept fresh 
and clean, that the china and glass 
are wnished and polished . 
I clean the 
silv er and k niv es and d o the thou sand 
and one little things necessary to mak e 
a tint look homelik e. 
“On Mond ay we d o the fou r flats 
which are In the same hou se with me. 
On other d ay s we can only d o two a 
d ay , becau se they are some d istance 
away . 
Of cou rse, if I d id n’t hav e to 
be back at home in the mid d le of the 
d ay to giv e my child ren their lu nch 
and mak e su re that all was going 
w'ell with them I might tak e sev eral 
more flats. 
It Is my child ren who are 
behind all this work , and my first 
thou ght mu st alway s be for them.”

Women who d o not thorou ghly u n­ 
d erstand the sewing machine often 
blame the manu factu rer when the 
fau lt of stiff ru nning cau be traced to 
not k eeping the machine clean. 
Most persons think that liberal d oses 
of oil 
are all that is 
necessary . 
Too 
mu ch 
oiling is 
inju riou s, 
and oil 
where there has not been cu refu l d u st­ 
ing is worse than none at all. 
It is not enou gh to giv e a su rface 
d u sting. 
The crack s and crev ices 
mu st 
be k ept cleau . This cannot be 
d one 
with a cloth. Instead u se 
a 
coarse silk thread to d raw back and 
forth throu gh crack s to get ou t fine 
d irt that cannot otherwise be re­ 
mov ed . 
The work of cleaning a machine is 
lessened if a small bellows is k ept in 
one of the d rawers and the fine lint, 
thread s awl rav elings are blown ou t of 
the crev ices. 
This shou ld be d one 
ev ery d ay that the machine is In u se. 
Care shou ld also be tak en that pins 
and need les d o not slip into the sh n t- 
tle part of the machine, as often th ey 
clog it and the cau se cannot b e d is­ 
cov ered for some time. 
It Is a mistak e to u se a cheap oil, as 
it cak es and mak es the parts stick y . 
Nev er let the machine stand u ncov ­ 
ered when not in u se and gu ard care­ 
fu lly from d ampness. 
Ru bbing the ru nning strap occasion­ 
ally with a little v aseline or oil will 
mak e the leather wear longer.

Levulose, or fruit sug ar, is 
llttla 
known to the g eneral p ublic, according 
to the Umschau. 
It is sold only bj 
drug g ists, and the cost of manufactur­ 
ing it by the methods now in use is sc 
g reat that the p rice of levulose is near­ 
ly a dollar a p ound. 
This v ariety of 
sug ar p ossesses p rop erties which would 
bring it into ex tensiv e use if its cost 
were not p rohibitiv e. 
The only p rocess by which chemical­ 
ly p ure levulose can be p roduced cheap ­ 
ly In larg e quantities is based on the 
emp loy ment of inulin as the raw ma­ 
terial. 
Inulin is a v ariety of starch 
which is found in p rop ortions of 8 to 
11 p er cent In the roots of chicory and 
the tubers of the dahlia. The dahlia is 
nativ e of America and was intro­ 
duced into Eng land in 1789 and into 
Germany in 1812. 
It was sup p osed 
that the tubers would be a v aluable 
food for cattle, bat the rattle refused 
to eat them, and therefore the dahlia 
has been cultiv ated for its 
flowers 
alone. 
Yet dahlias could be raised as 
easily and almost as cheap ly as p ota­ 
toes. They are p rop ag ated by division 
of the tubers, which with sp ecial cul­ 
ture may attain a weig ht of more than 
a p ound. 
Chicory root is well known 
and is raised In immense quantities in 
Germany . 
Austria, France and Bel­ 
g ium for the p urp ose of mix ing with 
coffee. 
The manufacture of p ure levulose 
from chicory or dahlia tubers is simp le. 
In the first p lace the Inulin Is ex tract­ 
ed from the tubers by boiling them 
with lime water. 
The inulin is then 
converted Into levulose by the action of 
diluted acids. 
The field of ap p lication of levulose Is 
ex tensive. 
Levulose is sweeter than 
ordinary sug ar and it p ossesses other 
adv antag es over the latter. In p articu­ 
lar, it ran be eaten w ith imp unity and 
comp letely assimilated by the majority 
of diabetic p atients. 
It is also recom­ 
mended in acidity of the stomach, aud 
in recent y ears sev eral eminent p hy si­ 
cians have adv ocated its use as a food 
for consump tives. 
It inay also be sub­ 
stituted for milk sug ar In the p rep ara­ 
tions of infants’ foods. 
In the manu­ 
facture of bon bons, jellies, marmalades 
and fruit p reserv es it p ossesses the ad­ 
v antag e of neither cry stallizing nor be­ 
coming turbid, and from it ran be made 
an imitativ e honey which does 
not 
solidify and which is almost identical 
with natural honey , of which levulose 
is the p rincip al ing redient 
From inu­ 
lin an ex cellent bread for diabetics ran 
l>e made,

Speaker Stanton was sent only after 
a conference with Senator Flint and 
Representative Kahn of California and 
F. K. Lane of the interstate commerce 
commission. 
Senate Defends Perkins. 
\ 
Under the guise of considering the 
nomination of Dr. W. D. Crum, the ne­ 
gro collector of customs at Charleston, 
S. C., reappointed by President Roose­ 
velt, the senate in executive session 
discussed the Japanese question. Inci­ 
dentally the discussion turned upon 
the reference to Senator Perkins by 
President Roosevelt in a telegram to 
Governor 
Gillett 
of 
California, 
in 
which he said the senior California 
senator “had hampered the adminis­ 
tration in its efforts to build up the 
navy, yet now advises a policy of wan­ 
ton insult.” 
Reference to this 
statement was 
made by Senator Tillman, colleague of 
Senator Perkins on the naval affairs 
committee, and Indignation was shown 
by other senators because of the at­ 
tack upon Mr. Perkins. 
Both California senators took part 
in the discussion. 
Senator Perkins 
made a statement to the effect that he 
had not been asked by the president 
to participate in the conferences that 
have been held concerning the Jap­ 
anese situation in California.
